Foreign Miscellany. 


The Montenegrin Minister of War 
ioforms Baron Roderick of the offen- 
sive and defensive alliance concluded 
between Servia, Romania, Montere- 
gro and Greece, and intimated that 
Thessaly and Crete would rise and 
support the movement, Altogether 
the situation is regarded as drawing 
toacrisis. The Porte had been in- | 
formed of no armistice on the Berlin 
proposition, and the insurgent lea1- 
ers declared they would fight until 
independence was achieved. The 
official mission invalide has seconded 
these movetments by the declaration 
that England’s refusal to act with 
the northern powers cannot but bripg 
difficulties. Murad is pledged to 
constitutional government. The 
French government urges the new 
Turkish government to make 
cific solution. Duc de Cazes pointed 
out to the Turkish government that 
Murad is entirely free from embarass- 
ing engagements, and that bis suc- 
ceasion would naturally induce a sus- 
pension of hostilities; an armistice 
was in no way inconsistent with the 
dignity of the government. The 
Porte urged him totake advantage 
of the opportunity and immediately 
enter upon negotiations with the in- 
surgents and make concessions that 
are judged equitable and necessary, 
and thereby avoid making them un- 
der pressure of power. The Prussian 
telegraph agency states that the Sul- 
tan’s deposition is received as an op- 
portune occasion for a peaceful set- 
tlement, which is desired by all par- 
ties. Prince Milan has advised the 
consuls at Belgrade that he will issue 
a note declaring that Servia has no 
choice other than lead the insurrec- | 
tionists or perish. A rumor is circu- 
lating that Andrassy is about to re- 
sign and that Herr Fraulmanusdorf 


will succeed him. 
‘Blaine Again. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—Fisher de- 
nied the Boston Herald story, Noth- 
ing important developed. Atkins 
also testified regarding the value of 
stocks, but denied any knowledge of 
Blaine’s bonds getting into tbe hands 
of the Pacific road. Mr. Mulligan, 
Fisher’s book-keeper, testified that 
Blaine, as agent, negotiated for the 
Fort Smith bondsand afterwards took 
them up. He complained to Mulli- 
gan of having lost money; Mulligan 
replied, you could not have lost much, 
as you got 80 cents on the dollar for 
$74,000 worth.
